an end five years of litigation, 
with full vindication to the 
teamsters’ union. 

Because of the importance of this 
decision, the following brief sum- 
mary is given: 

The Happyholmes dairy operated | 
under a union contract with the 
teamsters. This contract included a 
clause stating that “no employe 
shall be required or allowed to 
make any agreement, written or 
oral, in conflict with the contract.” 

Notwithstanding such provi- 
sion, the company changed over 
to a so-called “vendor system” 
and refused to guarantee the 
minimum contract wages to the 
drivers. Efforts of settlement 
failed and the union had the 
employer placed on the “unfair” 
list by the central labor council. 

A report of the controversy 

then appeared in the Stockton 

labor journal, in which report 
it was stated that the employer 
had violated his contract. 

The employer, claiming non-vio- 
lation of contract, filed an action 
for libel, demanded a jury trial and 
was able to procure a judgment 
for $12,500.00. The appeal of this 
judgment has been fought through 
the courts until the above decision 
was given by the supreme court. 

Of significance in the decision is 
the fact that the court found that 
the union spoke the truth, in that | 
the changeover to the “vendor sys- 
tem” was a violation of the con- 
tract, and that through the columns 
of the labor journal it was privi- 
leged to make the report and 
comment on the employer's activi- 
ties. 

This case brought against the 

unions in Stockton exemplifies 
a means used by the employers 
to retard the progress of a labor 
movement. Claiming that un- 
true statements were made, the 
employers sought through libel 
action to stop the unions from 
telling their story to their 
members and to the public. 

The supreme court said that if 
the dairy considered the union pub- 
licity to be unfair or misrepresen- | 
tative, its remedy was to answer | 
the charges by counter publicity of | 
its own. | 

This decision will put to an | 
end similar attempts by other 
employers. 

The supreme court gave complete 
vindication to William J. Conboy, | 
representative of the teamsters’ 
international union, who was in| 
charge of the union's affairs at the 
time. | 

The case was handled for the 
unions by James F. Galliano. 
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GENERAL STRONG WARNS

The text of Mr. Green’s statement 
follows: 


| 

“Even a very casual review of | 
United States history shows that 
we have been continuously involved 
in every major war between the 
nations of Europe. World peace has 
ever been indivisible, so that war- 
fare in any area menaced the peace 
of all. Now in the midst of the 
most terrible and destructive war 
the world has ever encountered, we 
are making decisions that will de-| 
termine whether we shall continue | 
to use war as our method of decid- 
ing issues between the nations or | 
whether we shall unite with other 
countries to develop and administer 
world law and order. Such world 
law and order must rest on the) 
basic principle of the dignity of the | 
individual who has spiritual as well 
as physical life. Human rights are | 
derived from the fact that the in- 
dividual must decide his life in 
accord with moral standards. Demo- 
cratic countries accept human} 
rights as sacred; by uniting on a 
world basis they can assure human 
rights on a world basis. Only a 
world order that assures human 
rights of individuals and the groups 
through which they seek a better 
life can give us a lasting basis for 
peace. Such an order would pro- 
gress steadily toward freedom for 
all and away from a rule over 
other peoples’ lives. 

“Experience shows that the use 
of police power is an essential con- 
dition to maintenance of order in 
any geographic division. This is 
equally true of international order. 

“There is practically no dis- 
agreement on objectives. The 
next step is to get agreement 
on how to implement these ob- 
jectives. Mutual confidence and 
good faith help toward de- 
cisions that will mean freedom 
for all peoples. While we cannot 
escape the consequences of the 
mistakes of the past, nor the 
outbreak of civil war when arbi- 
trary rule is broken, we can 
raise the torch of freedom 
which alone can lift nations to 
higher levels of living. : 

“What is now desperately needed 
to clarify international planning is 
a clear, forthright statement of na- 
tional foreign policy by the con- 
gress of the United States. That 
basic statement need be only a 
formal statement of the responsi- 
bility our nation feels for doing its 
part in maintaining peace between 
nations, with justice to all, and that 
to this end we must participate in 
the development of agencies neces- 
sary to maintain justice. The task 
ahead is so stupendous and fateful 
that we might hesitate if we did not 
know destruction of our civiliza- 
tion by war is the only alternative. 

“We look to congress for wise de- 


typifyi the cooperation of all 
parties and branches of the govern- 
ment for the nation’s best interests. 
Such basic policy will then be the 
guiding control of all our interna- 
tional conferences and relations. 
“Congress is our policy-making |

The president apparently aimed much of his 10,000-word 
message at the pending bill to 


extend the life of the commodity 
credit corporation beyond De- 
cember 31st. This bill, as it 


was reported from the house 
banking and currency committee, 
would prohibit after December 31st 
|the paying of subsidies to hold 
| down food costs. The president ve- 
toed an anti-subsidy bill last sum- 
mer and the house upheld him. 
Mr. Roosevelt said the support 
price program for farmers, coupled 
|with subsidy programs “to meet 
| special farming costs without rais- 
ing prices to consumers, is an es- 
sential part of winning the war.” 
“The subsidies that are used,” 
he said, “cannot properly be 
| called producer subsidies or con- 
| sumer subsidies. They are war 
subsidies. The costs which they 
cover are war costs.” 
Food subsidies in 1943, the mes- 


| 000,000, but their use “has saved the 
| government and consumers billions 
|of dollars.” 

| ‘The American Federation of Labor 
stalwartly supports the president’s 
subsidy program and, in fact, goes 
much further than he has to date 
in demanding a comprehensive sub- 
sidy program to reduce living costs. 
Several months ago AFL President 
William Green told a senate com- 
mittee that a two billion dollar sub- 
sidy program would save the gov- 
ernment six billion dollars and con- 
sumers a like amount in purchases 
of items that make up the essential 
diet of the American people. 

In his message to congress, the 
president declared that food pro- 
duction is steadily increasing in 
America, an increase in live stock 
production this year more than 
making up for a reduction in crops. 
All restrictions on agricul- 
tural production, with the ex- 
ception of those on_ tobacco, 
have been removed, the presi- 
dent said, and he denied that 
acreage restrictions were in any 
way responsible for existing 
shortages. He said that pre- 
| liminary plans for 1944 called 

for 380,000,000 acres in crops, 
| as compared with 364,000,000 in 
| 1943. 

Farmers, said Mr. Roosevelt, were 
better off than for any comparable 
recorded period, including 1910-14, 
the so-called golden age of agricul- 
ture which is used as a yardstick 
to measure parity prices for most 
agricultural commodities. Net in- 
comes of farmers in 1939 was $4,- 
430,000,000; in 1942 it was $9,500,000,- 
000, and the estimate for 1943 is 
$12,475,000,00. The increase in the 
average income per farmer over 
the parity base 1910-14, Mr. Roose- 
velt said, was 38 per cent greater 
in 1942 than the increase in the 
average income of the other people 
in the country and in 1943 would be 
50 per cent greater. 

The president dwelt upon in- 
creases in the cost of living, at- 
tributing three-fourths of the 
6.2 per cent rise from Septem- 
ber 15, 1942, to May 15, 1943, to 
increases in the costs of food. 
He then described the measures, 
including several controversial 
programs, which resulted in 
bringing down this increase by 
August, 1943, 4.8 per cent, and 
praised the support which “re- 
sponsible organized labor” gave 
to the hold-the-line policy. 

The president’s figures on cost 
of living increases were taken from 
reports of the bureau of labor stat- 
istics. These figures are challenged 
by the AFL as inaccurate and far 
below actual prices paid by the 
workers. 

The message foreshadowed gov- 
ernment purchase and sale for some 
perishable foods in order “to in- 
|sure distribution that is fair to all 
parts of the country,” and indicated 
that no further concentration of 
food authority in the war food ad- 
ministration was intended by say- 
ing that it already was properly 
centered in one agency. 

The president acknowledged the 
existence of black markets and said 
| vigorous efforts would be made to 
stamp them out, but he insisted 
that the “price support program is 
proving reasonably successful on 
both fronts; increasing production 
and maintaining fair food prices for | 
the consumer.” 

“I am _ convinced,” he said, 
“that to abandon our present 
policy would increase the cost 
of living, bring about demands 
for increased wages which 
would then be justifiable, and 
might well start a serious and 
dangerous cycle of inflation — 
without any net profit to any- 
one. 

“Some people say ‘a little infla- 
tion will not hurt anyone.’ They 
are like the man who takes the 
first shot at opium for the sensa- 
tions he thinks it will give him. He 
likes it, although he swears that he 
will not make it a habit. Soon he is 
taking two—and then more, and 
more—and then he loses all control 
of himself.”

The shipbuilding commission approved a contract negotiated 
between Office Workers’ Union, Local 20744, and the Perma- 
nente corporation (shipyards one and two) Inc., Kaiser Com- 
pany, Inc., Shipyard three, and Kaiser Cargo, Inc., covering all 
hourly paid employes in the time department and in clerical 


classifications employed by the 

above mentioned companies, 
The clerical agreement 

signed May 3, 1943, was ap- 


proved with the exception of 
senior tabulating machine operators. 
Representatives handling this nego- 
tiation were: Frank Randall, busi- 
ness representative; Evelyn Tan- 
zillo, secretary - treasurer; John 
Sweeney of the A. F. of L. western 
office, and Tommy Rotell, bay cities 
metal trades council. 

The time department agreement, 
signed June 14, 1943, was approved 
with exception of relief field 
checker.

The contracts as approved give 
protection and coverage to over 
4700 employes in the four ship- 
yards.

LIBERTY SHIP ENGINE 


To mark completion of their 500th 
engine -for powering liberty ships, 
the “iron men of Hendy,” AFL 
workers at the Joshua Hendy Iron 
works in Sunnyvale, Calif., were 
praised by Admiral E. S. Land, 
chairman of the maritime commis- 
sion, for a “war job splendidly 
done.” ‘ 

In an accounting of performance 
of Hendy engines as demonstrated 
in sea runs, Land said that the 
chief engineer of the S. S. Benjamin 
Franklin, launched November 11, 
1941, at Calship, reported 111 per 
cent estimated efficient engine per- 
formance on a 6,000-mile voyage to 
the south Pacific. 

The chief engineer of the S. 8S. 
William Cushing, launched Octo- 
ber 7, 1942, at Richmond Shipyard 
No. 1, rated engine efficiency 110 
per cent on a 4,000-mile trip in con- 
voy to north Africa.

been asked of me on numerous 
occasions of late, regarding the 
payment of unemployment insur- 
ance tax, and; 
the following | 
is the answer: 
After an em-} 
ploye has paid | 
the unemploy- |} 
ment tax on 
their earnings 
up to and in-| 
cluding $3,000, 
if he has not changed employers | 
during the year, he will cease pay- 
ing the unemployment tax for the 
balance of the year. If he changes 
employers during the year then he 
must continue to pay on his earn- 
ings into the unemployment tax 
fund. With the payments on social | 
security, it makes no difference how 
many different employers he may 
have during the year, the excess | 
amount he has paid on his earn-| 
ings over $3,000, into the social se- 
curity board will be returned by 
the government at the end of the 
year; that is, if you are overpaid. 

The following is of the most vital 
importance to the member of the 
union when I call their attention 
that I have been instructed to warn 
the members that any violation of 
the working rules which read as 
follows: “Furnish no vehicle dur- 
ing hours. This rule applies 
to apprentices as well as jour- 
neymen.” A member will be sub- 
ject to a penalty, on conviction. 

A plea from your secretary-treas- 
urer is that every member is urged

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ARMISTICE DAY 1943 


JOURNAL 


by RUTH TAYLOR | On the morning shift was Dorothy 


Those of us who remember Armistice day 1918 recall not 
merely the wild.excitement with which the news was greeted, 
but even more the deep sense of relief and the keen rapture at 
the thought of peace. We felt that not only this war but all 
wars were over. 

But as the years have come and gone, we have celebrated 
Armistice day more and more solemnly, in the belated realization 
that the “Armistice” truly meant ‘the temporary cessation of 
hostilities." We wanted peace and we sought it by compromise 
and equivocation. We overlooked the fact that there is—there 
can be—no truce in the fight between right and wrong. 

Ours was the task of bearing high the torch of liberty, of see- 
ing that the light of freedom dispelled the darkness of oppres- | 
sion. We did not fulfill our appointed mission. And as a result 
—every hour of every day ali over this world, on land, sea and 
in the air, the finest and best of our youth are passing through 
the valley of the shadow of death. Over them may there always 
be a canopy of God's heavenly fighters. 

When they are sent into danger, it is not asked of them from 
what class or from what national or racial stock they come, or 
by what religious creed they live. The phrase, “selective ser- 
vice’ does not mean selection by these discriminative canons. 
Instead, it means that they are chosen for their physical fitness 
and their mental ability to endure hardships, strain, stress and 
privation, to obey and carry out orders, to follow and to lead— 
in short, that they have the resiliency and high courage of 
youth, 

So our boys go into the valley of the shadow. Some will 
come out—not unchanged, for who that faces death bravely, 
fears death? Many will never return. Differing though they 
may in class, color or creed, the mangled, tangled remains of 
many of them will lie in common graves, in land honored by the 
fact that there they died that other men might be free. 

This time we must keep faith with those who have gone 
before. Tolerance, justice, equality, freedom, democracy—are 
not just words. They were ideals for which men—our men— 
died. They are ideals by which we must live if the faith is to 
be kept. 

That armistice is over and this time there must be no stopping 
before the final victory is won. We must finish the job and keep 
it finished. We must fight on to the bitter end—until the forces 
are so completely conquered that they cannot rise to fight again.

WORKERS’ MORALE 
AFFECTS OUTPUT 


Surveys made by the war man- 
power commission show that high 
productivity in a war plant is most 
likely to be found where there is 
good worker morale, Eugene G. 
Bewkes, assistant director of WMC’s 
bureau of manpower utilization 
told a press conference at Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Most small plants have high pro- 
ductivity per worker, Bewkes said, 
while large plants have only about 
half the productivity of the small 
ones. 

“That is because of the way 
in which people are handled,” 
he said. “The small plant has 
good morale and, _ therefore, 
high productivity. So we are 
examining the personnel poli- 
cies of the larger plants, since 
bad personnel policies are one 
phase of under-utilization of 
labor.” 

Bewkes said it was not generally ! 
recognized how important the atti- 
tude of the workers is to produc- 
tion. 

“Our surveys show that morale 
and productivity «are closely re- 
lated,” he said.
